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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Franson et al. US 5,591,456, in view of Black EP0 863 134 A1. 

Franson teaches a dispersible particles composition comprising blend of particle 
NSAID and surface modifier (abstract; column 3, lines 29-48; and column 4, lines 5-12). 
Franson further teaches the process for preparing the composition using grinding 
techniques to reduce the particle size of the NSAID to an effective average particle size 
of less than 1000 nm (column 4, lines 5 through column 5, lines 1-14). 

Franson does not teach the claimed active such as celecoxib. 

Black teaches a composition comprising NSAID such as Cox-2 inhibitor for pain 
relief, fever and inflammation of a variety of symptoms (page 3, lines 29-36). The 
compound can be administered orally in the form of tablets, troches, lozenges, or 
capsules (page 4, lines 1-12). The tablets comprises active ingredient in admixture with 
excipients, e.g., diluents, disintegrants, binding agents, wetting agents, and surfactant 
(page 4, lines 15-38). The active agent present in an amount of 10 to 250 mg, and 
carrier material may vary from about 5 to about 95% (page 5, lines 39-58). The dosage 
can be administered once or twice a day, and will provide effective Ti /2 over a 24 hours 
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period (page 5, lines 22-27). Example 2 discloses the amount of excipients use in a 
tablet. Thus, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
dispersible composition of Franson using Cox-2 inhibitor in view of the teaching of 
Black, because Black teaches Cox-2 inhibitor (celecoxib) is useful as a complete 
substitute for conventional NSAID, because Black teaches cox-2 inhibitor is a 
compound of poorly water soluble, and because Franson teaches a composition and 
method suitable for water-insoluble NSAID, and because Franson teaches a 
composition that exhibits unexpectedly reduced gastric irritation following oral 
administration and more rapid onset of action.
